THE programme issued by the Crystal Palace Directors gives 
earnest of a brilliant season for that colossal and enchanting 
temple. The most inveterate grumblers at the past arrangements 
with regard to the privileges of the season ticket-holders cannot 
fail to be more than satisfied with the promises now held forth. 

The guinea season ticket holds out some serious temptations to 
purchasers, since, in addition to admission on all ordinary days— 
no slight privilege, though much too lightly regarded—the holders 
thereof will have an opportunity of hearing the famous Cologne 
Choir in the Central Transept, on the 6th of June, frequent 
opportunities of seeing the extensive and magnificent system of 
waterworks, entry to the first grand Flower Show and on two 
days of the 2nd, and to the summer and winier exhibitions of 
poultry, pigeons, rabbits, & Co. What a greedy and unreason- 
able biped must she or he be, who would require ‘more for her 
or his money’’ than this! She, or he, may haply look with envy 
upon the holders of such tickets as entitle them to admission 
on the days of the Opera Concerts, but a moment's reflection 
will show that the Directors, while again dividing the season- 
tickets into two classes, have acted most liberally, and 
have offered advantages that are out of all comparison with 
the pecuniary investment. The Opera Concerts of last year 
were the most récherché entertainments that have ever tran- 
spired at the Crystal Palace, and now we find twelve of these 
delightful matinées advertised at the additional charge of one 
guinea, an amount frequently paid during our London season for 
a sitting at a single benefit concert of very inferior pretensions. 
A large increase in the number of season-ticket purchasers of this 
class has evidently been anticipated, for it is announced that the 
concerts are to take place in the Central Transept, an area which 
will accommodate an enormous number of persons, to say nothing 
of the surrounding galleries, which will afford means of view and 
opportunity of hearing to very many more. We are presuming 
that the galleries will be available on these occasions; if such be 
the case, we shall not protest so violently against the removal of the 
orchestra from its last year’s place in the nave, though we fear 
that the Central Transept is not fitted for any musical perform- 
ance short of an enormous combination of voices or instruments. 
Probably some gigantic sheets of canvas will be employed to form 
4 peremptory confinement of the Italian warblings, and to pre- 
vent their straying adown the nave. We shall see on Friday next, 
—for the season is to be inaugurated with one of these concerts 
and hope we may be enabled to report favourably. 

We have more to say respecting the Crystal Palace, and espe- 
cially concerning the great Handel Experimental Festival, to 
which we shall make very early reference.

An entertainment, under this title, was given at Exeter Hall, 
on Easter Monday, the music consisting of selections from the 
three operas of Verdi, which have recently been most frequently 
performed, viz., J/ Trovatore, Rigolettto, ankLa Traviata. The 
announcement of a portion of the music of the last-mentioned 
opera in so Lay « a place as Exeter Hall, aroused some 
metropolitan long fellow, and the following merry numbers were 
penned, printed, and then circulated freely in the Hall: —

There will be such a rush amongst the out-door ticket-sellers.

Yet weep to hear how on Good Friday Sydenham’s pile was cramm’d ;

And, having dropped the pious tear o’er that ungodly day,

Should live in Brompton, and should die in the Blackfriar’s-road, 

But is it not a blessed thing, that chosen ones like us,

PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 


The first concert of the present season took place at the cus- 
tomary locale, the Hanover Square Rooms, on Monday evening, 
the audience being of a distingué and critical character, though 
the room was not crowded. i 

The first symphony of the evening was Haydn’s No. 8, in E 
flat, finely played under the direction of our gifted countryman, 
Professor Sterndale Bennett. The symphony which headed the 
second part of the programme was Beethoven's in D, the larghetto 
and finale of which—by far the best movements, in our opinion— 
were splendidly executed. The larghetto was beaten with the 
most satisfactory steadiness, The florid character of some portions 
of this movement frequently entices performers into a little 
hurrying, and a little firmness and anticipation of this rather 
natural excitement is necessary on the part of a conductor. The 
overtures which concluded each part were Weber’s Euryanthe, and 
Cherubini’s Les Deux Journées. Huryanthe was a brilliant 
display of executive spirit; it wanted but a little modulation, or 
even moderation of tone, on the part of the trombones, to have 
made it a really perfect performance of a rather difficult overture. 

M. Charles Hallé had been engaged for this concert, to perform 
Mendelssohn's second pianoforte concerto, but the great pianist is 
suffering from a manual accident, and the directors secured Miss 
Arabella Goddard, at a short notice, for the same concerto. This 
highly talented young artist acquitted herself nobly, and was 
rewarded with the most heart applause of the evening. Her 
reception, too, was most voted. There was no fault to be found 
with the performance of this beautiful work, except that the 
speed of the last movement was excessive. Miss Goddard’s every 
finger is an antelope, but, beyond a certain degree of velocity, 
distinctness is endangered. ‘The remaining instrumental pieces 
were a concertino for violoncello, by Kummer, a great writer for 
that instrument. It was played by Signor Piatti, the prince of 
violoncellists, in unequallable style, and rapturously received. The 
following appendage to the title occurs, ‘‘en forme dune scéne 
chantante.’’ Following the suggestive character of this title, we 
may describe it as recitative, aria, and cabaletta, though it is more 
than this ; great constructive skill being displayed in the arrange- 
ment of the accompaniments, and in the interweaving therewith 
of the solo instrument. Some of the instrumentation is charming, 
and it is by far the most comfortable piece for the violoncello that 
we have for a long time heard. 

The vocal music was moderately interesting. After Haydn's 
Sinfonia, Signor Belletti sang Spohr's ‘**Di militari onori’’ (from 
Jessonda) remarkably well; and after the concerto, Madame 
Rudersdorff sang a recitative and aria from Oberon, with much 
show of dramatic feeling. In the second part, a duo from Paer’s 


Agnese was introduced. 





ROYAL SOCIETY OF MUSICIANS. 

The annual festival of this distinguished and useful charity took 
place on the 26th ult., at the Freemasons’ Hall. It was the 119th 
anniversary, and we were pleased to find that the report of last 
year confessed to a credit balance of upwards of £150.

We'd wager a jew’s-harp that three-fourths of the profession look 
upon this dinner as something exclusive,—a sort of masonic mu- 
sical festival, to which only the initiated are admissible, instead of a 
gathering at which they should feel proud and eager to assemble. 
Another year let the committee stir up their conféres a little, and 
we shall not have a president complaining of absenteeism.

MISS ARABELLA GODDARD'S SOIREES. : 
The second soirée of Miss Arabella Goddard’s second series 
took place at her residence on the 15th instant. The event of the 
evening was the performance, by the beneficiare, of Beethoven 
sonata in E, op. 109—one of the most marvellous of the 
composer's creations for the ‘pianoforte, and one’ 6f a set ‘that ‘ap- 
pears to have bafiled —_ aspirant to fame in the executionof 


wed his fancy unlimited range, and containing | 
lated to perplex the most dexterous executant ) 
that the convenience of his interpreter did not at this period 
fluence the mighty composer in giving form to his ideas—it wo 
be surprising if many could be found bold enough to attack music 
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of,such unmitigated difficulty, and to produce the.same. before .an 
array. of connoisseurs. To say that Miss Goddard accomplished the 
performance of Beethoven's op. 109 satisfactorily ae be pay- 
ing her the highest compliment for her.executiye power, but we must 
add that the beauties of the work were made as patent though the 
difficulties were as nought, and the pianist enabled,to bestow. undi- 
vided attention upon the developmen; of every point and feature of 
the music. Only, those who have seen this sonata or. have 
attempted to, play it can thoroughly appreciate the triumph 
achieved by an artist who.conquers it. In the most exciting part. 
of a,prestissumo, movement. a double shake occurs (thirds), divided 
between the two hands, the remaining, fingers. of each. being 
employed on passages of some intricacy, such a feat as.can only 
be accomplished by digits in the very hi hest state of executive 
culture. The movement to which we have referred produced 
amongst the audience a profound enthusiasm, that somewhat. dis- 
turbed the commencement. of the lovely andante (of. two lines. 
only) which terminates the work. The sonata was oddly described 
in the programme thus, 1, vivace ma non troppo, 2. adagio ex- 
pressivo, 3. prestissimo, 4. andante cantabile. These movements 
certainly appear in the work, but not in the set form which the 
programme would appear to have insinuated. The. first move- 
ment may be described rather as a vivace, &c., interspersed with, 
or interrupted by, adagios; then follows a tema con variazioni, 
of which the wondrous prestissimo to which we have alluded is 
tae, the closing andante being a sort of codicil. 
he concert opened with Sterndale Bennett’s ‘* Chamber"’ 
trio in A. Our talented countryman was to have played the 
pianoforte part, but a sudden decease in Mrs. Bennett's family 
revented his appearance Miss Arabella Goddard was well aided 
in. the interpretation of the. trio by Herr Deichmann and: M. 
Paque. The charming andante scherzando with its peculiar pizai- 
cato throughout, was encored:and repeated. 

The second part opened with Mendelssohn’s trio in D minor, 
rendered by the same same artists. The pianoforte part of this 
is especially formidable, but Miss Goddard: played it to perfection. 
Every passage susceptible of expression was beautifully sung— 
such playing 73 singing. 

The Lieder ohne wirte.of Mendelssohn, with which Miss Ara- 
bella Goddard concluded the soirée, were not so satisfactory. The 
Volkslied (in A minor, 4th book) wanted fire and decision (though 
Miss Goddard’s general force is great), and the busy presto in C 
(6th book), had not the distinctness we could have desired. The 
latter was encored. 

Signor Fossi. accompanied the vocal music, which was entrusted 
to, Miss Juliana May and Mr, Winn, Of the twain the gentle- 
man produced by.far the best impression. He is a decidedly 
agreeable basso dz camera. 








MR, HULLAH’S: CONCERTS. 

Handel’s. Acis and Galatea and Mendelssohn's Walpurgis 
Night were performed on.the 15th instant at St. Martin’s Hall. 
The solo vocalists were Miss Banks, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. 
Montem Smith and: Mr. Thomas; the chorus consisted.of Mr. 
Hullah’s most advanced pupils, and there was an efficient orchestra. 

Handel’s serenata received much justice. from principals, band, 
and:chorus. The spirited song, ‘*Love sounds the ow! was 
finely sung by Mr. Sims. Reeves, and encored, Mr. Thomas 
being also compelled to repeat ‘¢O ruddier than thecherry.’’ Mr. 
Montem Smith’s delivery. of ‘‘ Would you gain the tender 
creature ?’’ was. much applauded, and Miss Banks was careful, 
correct, and ‘pure in all the music of Galatea, with the exception 
of‘an untasteful cadenza at the close of the last. song. 

Mr. E. J. Hopkins presided at the organ. 

Mendelssohn’s Cantata was finely. performed, and astonished the 
auditory with its wonderfully dramatic effects. It.deserves more 
wmageont performance. Mr. Hullah might repeat. both of these 
works with good grace, and, we think, with advantage. These 


concerts are among the most important of the season, and should: 


command sufficient attention to render a fortnightly perform- 
ance practicable. We should then get a repetition of, many fine 
works that are fur too seldom heard.

Saxe or Sr. James’s Taeatre.—Mr. Robins proceeded on 
Tuesday, to sell by auction the St. Jam:s’s Theatre, which is 
situated, in King-street, Soho, by order of the mortgagee under 
his, p:wer of sale. It appears that, the theatre was erected under 
the superintendence of. the late well-known architect, Mr. Samuel 
Beazley, at an outlay of £50,000, independently of the purchase 
of ‘the land, which cost £8000, and it was added, by the auction- 
eer that ‘‘no,expense had been spared to carry out all that inge- 
paix could suggest from a thorough knowledge and experience, 
of t 
accomplish, ior its size, the most perfect, theatre in London.”’ 
The pit will accommodate about 300 persons, and there are eight, 


sxes; the second circle has eight private boxes, and sitting room 
for about, 120 persons; the. gallery will accommodate about 230 
‘persons, and the slips 60. e private boxes are capable of con- 
taining four, six, and,eight persons each, and_the entrance to her 
‘Majesty’s box is most conveniently arranged. It was explained 
by Mr. Robins that the scenery, curtains, and theatre ttings, 
looking-glasses, chandeliers, the wardrobe, and all articles usually 
denominated ‘‘properties*’ were to be taken by the purchaser 
at a fair valuation, My. Robins suggested. that the first bid 
should be £30,000, but this was not responded to, The first 
offer was £10,000 by Mr. E, T. Smith, This slowly ad- 
vanced to £19,900, at which amount the property was knocked 
down. The vendor's reserved price, however, was not realized, 
and the theatre is therefore still in the market.—Globe.

STRAND.— We have but little to say on the Easter burlesque, 
William Tell. It is the production of Mr. Leicester Buckingham, 
and has a fair amount of volubility and point in the dialogue. 
Still, the piece does not go off with the glibness and to 
which we have been accustomed in dramas of the kind at this 
theatre. However, there is Miss Cuthbert as the hero, and our 
old acquaintance, Miss Somers, who has so often made us laugh 
here, and some —_ music and tolerable singing, so that we 
wr anticipate a feir holiday run for the piece. 

URREY.—This theatre keeps the critical pen in constant requi- 
sition. Another new drama, entitled Florence, or the Fatal Error, 
was produced on Monday. The incident on which the interest 
turns resembles that of the piece produced here last week. oH 
Bauillard, a notorious bandit of Normandy (Mr. Creswick), 
in the guise of a nobleman, obtained the affections of Florence 
Montauban, a noble lady of Paris, and decoyed her from her 
home; but afterwards, having broken his engagements, and 
used her with trutal ruffianism, she determines to be ea > 
Meantime a large reward has been offered for the seizure of the 
bandit, and now, in fear of being apprehended, he determines to 
fly to England, but, wanting money for this he deter- 
mines on the singular expedient of obtaining from the prefect of 
police the reward for his own apprehension. He nt visits 
this officer, and, disclosing his name and purpose, terrifies the 
function ate antes the money to him, — which he 
escapes. But he is s, under the pretence of a parting 
interview, drawn into a decoy by Florence, who, after 
him with reproaches, betrays him to the officers, by whom he 1s 
quietly secured, but not until he has contrived to shoot his fair 
betrayer dead upon the spot. bai i 

The piece is in two short acts, and keeps the attention excited 
throughout. Mr. Creswick and Miss Mortimer divide the work 
pretty equally between them. The best scene is that: with the 
prefect, in which the bandit, with an ease and politeness worthy of 
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that most courtly of freebooters, Claude Duval, frightens the poor 

functionary into delivering to him the money for his apprehension. 

The part of a humorous member of the gang, rigged im court cos- 

tume, and well played by Mr. Yarnold, is, we presume, intro- 

duced to please ‘the gods,’’ and therefore it might be profane to- 
say that it is an incumbrance on the piece. 


At the annual dinner of the Royal General Theatrical Fund 
Mr. Phelps was in the chair, and in reply to the toast of his 
health, proposed by Mr. Charles Dickens, he took the opportunity 
of illustrating by a personal anecdote the prejudices which exist 
in warped minds with regard to persons ah things theatrical. He 
said :—‘* While listening just now to what Mr. Dickens has so 
kindly said of me, and believing from the equally kind way in 
which you responded to it, that I am at all events a decent mem- 
ber of society—(cheers)—a circumstance occurred to my mind 
which I had almost forgotten, for it was too contemptible to find 
a place there long. It occurred to me just now, however, and it 
may, perhaps, afford you some little amusement if I relate it. 
Some years after I had established myself in Sadler’s Wells 
Theatre, and had lived for an equal number of years in the house 
that I at pas inhabit—believing myself to be performing tole- 
rably well the duties of a good citizen, and acting paterfamilias 
to my entire satisfaction—it so happened that I required to place 
one of my family, a very young lady indeed—seven or eight years 
of age, I will not be positive which—but it so happened that I 
required to place her in what is commonly called an educational 
establishment ; and, being so excessively young, I was anxious to 
do so in some place near my home, not liking to send her at that 
tender age to her sisters, who were educating abroad. At length 
I found what I conceived to be the very thing. A lady residing 
very near my own house professed to receive under her roof a 
very limited number of pupils indeed. I think ten or a dozen 
was the extent ; and, being very select, it was rather expensive 
(Laughter). But, however, I thought it would answer my pur- 
pose exceedingly well. Accordingly my little girl was consigned 
to the care of this lady. She was with her some few weeks, and 
I heard from her governess that she was an exceedingly amiable 
child, and remarkably intelligent— much more so, if I remember 
right, she told me, than any other of her ten or a dozen pupils. 
Of course, I was very much pleased to hear that. Time went on, 
aad a half-year’s vacation occurred. The little girl came home-~- 
the vacation expired—she went back to school, and was sent 
home again. Goodness! I thought, what is amiss? What horrid 
crime can that little wretch have perpetrated (Laughter)? Her 
mother started off in alarm, and had an interview with the school- 
mistress, who thus explained herself—‘I have under my roof three 
young ladies, sisters; daughters, Mrs. Phelps, of a gentleman who 
is an immediate neighbour of yours. He has been to me, and 
threatened to remove his three daughters from under my roof if I 
persist in receiving little Miss Phelps as a pupil, for he will not 
allow his children to be educated under the same roof with an 
actor’s’ (Laughter). Gentlemen, the moral of this story is, that 
either in honouring my name as you have just done, you have evi- 
dently committed a great error, or the gentleman in question acted 
the part of a great fool (Cheers and laughter). Gentlemen, I have 
somewhat wandered from my subject, but I really thought, in the 
middle of the nineteenth century, such an anecdote might afford 
you some little amusement. It has never afforded me anything 
else, I assure you.”’ 

After this, Mr. Buckstone had his anecdote to relate in this 
wise :—‘* I am induced to relate a companion narrative to the one 
just given by Mr. Phelps, with respect to the absurd treatment he 
oa at the school where he had placed his little daughter. 
If he received an injury, I have had the pleasure to make the re- 
taliation, A few days ago I was applied to by a reverend gentle- 
man to know if I would let the Haymarket Theatre on a Sunday 
evening, for the purpose of preaching his peculiar doctrines, and 
rivalling that expounding star, Mr. Spurgeon (Loud laughter). 
On handing the letter to my treasurer, that gentleman, perceiving 
that I did not feel disposed to ‘improve the occasion’—(Laugh- 
ter)—-by applying my temple of the drama to such extraordinary 
purposes, very er replied, that many servants would be re- 
quired to attend to the gas, seat the audience- I mean the con- 
gregation—-(laughter)—preserve order, to open the boxes—I 
mean the pews~-(laughter)—and do certain duties that could onl 
be done by those belonging to the theatre, and employed in it 
the week. I declined the proposition chiefly on account of thore 








servants, who had no other opportunity than on Sunday of attend- 
ing Divine service (Cheers). Gentlemen, I would not let him come 
to my school (Cheers and laughter). This, — was my re- 
taliation for Mr. Phelps’ injury (Increased laughter). 

THeaTricaL Presentations.—Mr. E. T. Smith recently pre- 
sented some of the leading members of his establishment with very 
handsome gifts, in commemoration of the extraordinary success 
which has attended the Drury-lane pantomime, and which that 
gentleman attributes mainly to the zeal and energy with which 
each member of his establishment has acquitted himself in his 
particular department. The presentation to Mr. W. Beverley 
consisted of a very handsome large silver-gilt chased punch-bowl 
and ladle, bearing the following inscription :—‘‘ Presented to W. 
Beverley, Esq., by E. T. Smith, lessee of the Theatre Royal, 
Drury-lane, as a souvenir of his valuable services, 1856 and 1857."’ 
That to Mr. R. Roxby consisted of avery handsome gold box, bear- 
ing a similar inscription. The souvenir to Mr. E. L. Blanchard 
consisted of an elegant chased silver-gilt snuff-box, in commemo- 
ration of his authorship of the successful pantomime, ‘‘ See Saw, 
Margery Daw, produced 1856-7."’ ‘To Harry Boleno, Mr. Smith 
presented an elegant chased silver-gilt tankard ; and to Mr. Flex- 
more a handsome large silver snuff-box, as marks of his good-will 
—the first ‘‘ for writing the comic scenes of the pantomime ;” and 
the latter ‘‘ for his talented exertions in giving effect to them.’’ 
Nor were the minor employés_of the theatre forgotten, for 
to Mr. Needham, the property-master, and to Mr. ‘Tucker, the 
machinist, the lessee presented handsome large silver-gilt cups, 
as souvenirs for ‘‘ their general exertions, honesty, and in- 


dustry.”’

WEBSTER V. DILLON. 
Mr. SwANSTON, jun., moved, by special leave, on behalf of the 
laintiff, George Alfred Webster, the lessee of Sadler’s Wells 
eatre, for an injunction to restrain the defendant, Charles 
Dillon, the actor, from violating or committing any breach of an 
eement whereby he had contracted to act for a certain number 
of nights at Sadler’s Wells, and from acting or performing at 
Drury-late Theatre, or at any other theatre, without the sanction 
or permission of the plainti . The agreement was contained in 
the following letter to the plaintiff :— 
“T. R., Lyceum, April 8, 1857. 

“ My dear Sir,—I agree to play for you at the Sadler’s Wells Theatre 
for twelve consecutive nights, commencing Monday, April 20, 1857, that 
provided I provide Mr. Barrett to play the old men im the pieces you 
will allow me a clear half of the gross receipts, after you have deducted 
£20 per night ; provided, also, that I play among my pieces the cha- 
racters of William Tell, Rolla, and Ingomar.” 

An affidavit by the plaintiff was produced, showing that pre- 
parations had been made and expenses incurred by the plaintiff in 
consequence of the agreement, which he was ready and willing 
to perform on his part. It further appeared by this affidavit that 
on the 15th instant Mr. Dillon had stated to the plaintiff, through 
an agent, that he would act Virginius at Sadler’s Wells on ‘the 
evening of the 20th, and declined to act in any other character 
on that evening, Virginius being a play in five acts, and one 
which the plaintiff as lessee of the theatre was precluded from 
producing under his contract with his lessor. Subsequently the 
defendant refused to fulfil his engagement, and informed the 
plaintiff that he intended to act at Drury-lane on Monday next 
if he was well enough, and a playbill of Drury-lane for that even- 
ing was produced as an exhibit, wherein the defendant was adver- 
tized to act as Macbeth at that theatre. The Jearned counsel cited 
the well-known case of ‘‘ Lumley v. Wagner, 1, De G., M‘Nagh- 
ten and Gordon,’’ in which Lord St. Leonard’s had stated as his 
opinion that even if there had been no stipulation (as there was in 

at case) not to perform at another theatre the engagement to 
perform at one theatre would necessarily exclude the right to 
perform at the same time at another. 


The VicE-CHANCELLOR granted an injunction restraining the 
defendant from playing at any other place than Sadler’s Wells 
Theatre during the ordinary hours of performance at that theatre 


for twelve consecutive nights, commencing on Monday last, the 
plaintiff undertaking to abide by such order as to damages as the 
Court might direct.

Mr. Spark, of 
Leeds, assisted Mr. Roberts (his old pupil) in the accompani- 
ments, and the concert generally gave great satisfaction. 

HADFIELD.—The Sacred Harmonic Society gave their annual 
concert on Thursday evening, the 9th of April, when was 
formed Jackson’s sacred oratorio, The Deliverance of Israel from 
Babylon, for which the following vocalists were engaged, Mrs. 
Sunderland, Miss Inchcliffe, . Slater, and Mr. Lambert. 
Violin primo, Mr. Stewart; violin secondo, Mr. Swallow; vio- 
loncello, Mr. Thorley ; conductor, Mr. Robinson. The chorus 
was very efficient, and numbered about 100 performers. 

The solo vocalists acquitted themselves remarkably well, singing 
with great taste and judgment the diflicult but pleasing music 
assigned to them by the composer. The choruses ‘tHe comes, 
ordained of yore,’’ and ‘‘ Let the trumpet’s brazen voice,’’ were 
redemanded. The room was well filled by a discriminating and 
select audience. 

LEEDS.—On Monday last M. Jullien gave his periodical con- 
cert in the Music Hall. His band, which comprised fourteen 
stringed instruments, was in every respect worthy of the high 
name it has secured for itself in England. The attendance was 
but thin, which can only be accounted for from the fact that the 
programme contained too large a proportion of the ‘‘ clap-trap’’ 
pieces, which are so peculiarly ‘*Jullien-ish.”” If the maestro 
really desires to foster a taste for good music he should allow his 
band to play more of it in the provinces. The musical people in 
this town—and their name is Legion—felt very indignant at the 
miserable selection of pieces for the concert, especially after the 
high-sounding address issued by M. Jullien, in which he alludes 
to ** the rapid progress which a taste and appreciation for music 
have made of recent years among all classes of tie community.’’ 
Fancy a three hours’ concert with only one complete piece in it 
by an acknowledged genius! This was Weber's charming 
Oberon overture, exquisitely played and highly appreciated. The 
only other piece really good was the andante from the Jupiter 
symphony. All the rest (with the exception of a very clever 
*cello solo by M. Demunck, jeune) was worth but little. Mdme. 
Gassier was not so-much admired ‘as on former visits; indeed, a 
Leeds audience very soon tire of mere machine-like singing or 
wonderful execution. For our own part, however, we thank M.

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Puituarmonic Soctkty.—‘‘ Who's the composer ?’’ This 
question was no doubt in the mouths of many when it was an- 
nounced per red poster, black letters, that a ‘‘new cantata’”’ 
entitled ‘* The Lyre,’’ would be produced at the third subscription 
concert of the above society, on Tuesday, 21st instant. Yes, a 
local professor is discovered to be the author, and everybody is 
on the tiptoe of expectation. We have had so few really res- 
pectable works of this kind emanating from Liverpudlian cra- 
niums, that it will at once account for the comparatively bare 
attendance of the ‘public’’ upon the occasion in point, if we 
presume that it (** The Lyre’’) was considered to be of the same 
milk-and-water quality as some of its predecessors. Those who 
had the opportunity of hearing Mr. Percival’s work would not 
like to have such an idea for a moment entertained. Without 
possessing any strikingly original features or conceptions to entitle 
it to the style of a great work, ‘‘The Lyre’’ is, nevertheless, 
highly creditable to its composer, and we trust the reception with 
which it was met will stimulate the gentleman to increased study 
and perseverance, when, it is probable, something ‘‘ great’’ may 
be accomplished, believing, as we do, that there are passages of 
artistic excellence in the present composition to warrant our 
advice, ‘‘try again!’’ The instrumental accompaniment is, to 
our mind, somewhat overwrought, and in many of the pieces there 
appears a want of connection ; this is most apparent in the chorus, 
‘** Woods that wave o’er Delphi's steep.’ The words are from 
Gray. The most pleasing morceaux of the composition are the 
quartett and chorus, ‘*Oh, sovereign of the willing soul,” a 
duett, ‘Thee the voice, the dance obey,”’ and the choral finale, 
‘*Hark, his hands the lyre explore.’ Better interpreters of the 
music could searcely be found than those announced, viz., Miss 
Louisa Vinning, Miss Hiles, Mr. Montem Smith, and Mr. Weiss. 
Miss Vinning, a stranger here since the ‘infant Sapphohood,”’ 
sang most charmingly, and with Miss Hiles received a rapturous 
encore in the duett ‘*Thee the voice.’’ Miss Hiles would do 
better with a little more enthusiasm. The gentlemen were in 
excellent voice, and rendered what was allotted to them with con- 
summate finish, But it is to the chorus that the composer is 
most indebted, for they sang with more than their accustomed 
excellence, evidently deeming it a pleasant labour to render the 
notes of a brother townsman. On the whole ‘‘ The Lyre” was a 
success.

The selection 
from the Trovatore opened the second part. We cannot speak 
altogether favourably of the way in which it was presented as a 
whole, as the ‘‘ Miserere’’ was carelessly sung, and other parts 
of it not so well played as might have been ; but we must render 
our humble tribute of praise to Mr. Hughes, who gave the air 
‘¢T] balen,’’ in a manner not easily forgotten. The ‘* Minnie” 
polka was encored, when a trumpet solo, by M. Duhem, suc. 
ceeded, and was greatly approved of. Keenig’s ‘‘ Victory” 
waltz and the ‘Pelissier’’ galop concluded this long-talked of 
musical tréat.

No. 3. “Moonlight Reverie,’’ is a very charming morceau, 
distinct in character from either of the preceding. 

No. 4. ‘*Gondolier’s Nocturne,’’ is of a totally different cha- 
racter from the Gondellieder with which Mendelssohn and others 
have favoured us. Herr Tedesco has written this in common 
time, and has taken the style of his accompaniment from the last 
movement of Mendelssohn’s pianoforte sonatain E. As a com- 
position it must be awarded high praise, though we feel bound 
to remind Herr Tedesco that all boat songs—except Mr. Henry 
Leslie’s—are written in 6-8 time. 

Nos. 5 and 6 have yet tocome. What we have seen (Nos. 1, 
2, 3, and 4,) we can much recommend. Herr Tedesco succeeds 
in steering clear of the commonplace, while he preserves a genial 
flow of melody, and has the good sense not to overtax the per- 
former. The remaining pieces, ‘*Sung of the Nightingale,” and 
‘* Will-o’-the-Wisp,”” we feel sure will be welcome, though the 
title of the latter is anything but romantic. A ‘‘ meteor light 
dancing o’er a fen,’”’ is a sort of opposition to ‘* Moonlight.”’

PARIS.—The French Goverpment has just issued a series of 
regulations for the theatres, which enter into such minute details 

as to be very curious in English eyes. ‘Thus, amongst other 
things, the lessee of a theatre is forbidden to make the s ightest 
change in the seats without permission of the authorities, or during 
a performance to put a cha:r or stool in a side entrance to’places, 

or to admit spectators into the house before the opening of the 
doors to the public, or to admit them by different doors to those 
of the public, or to allow people, not connected with the theatre, 

to go behind the scenes or to the ‘performers’ dressing-rooms 
during the performances. He is, besides, required to keep in the 
house, corridors, and passages a sufficient number of oil-lamps for 
lighting the whole house in the event of any accident happening 
to the yas, and 'to take care that the doors of boxes can be opened 
from the inside as well as the outside; also, not to put out the 
lights until the public have gone away, and not to have perform- 
ances lasting a minute later than midnight. Amongst the regula- 
tions which regard the public, is one to the effect that, during a 
tearm no one shall be allowed to sit with his hat on, or to 
eep a walking-stick or umbrella with him.—Literary Gazette.
